THA T moſt of them have Contracted ſeveral Debts 
upon the Credit of their ſaid Pay, which is like to prove 
Deſtructive to them, their Creditors Suing them for the ſame, 
which they are no ways able to pay "without their Ar- 


Icars.

oners of the Treaſury, have Receiv'd their Arrears for the 


Time aforeſaid. 


It is therefore Humbly Hoped, That this Honourable 
Houſe will take their [did particular Caſe and Hlard- 
ſhip into Conſideration, and Order them ſuch Relief 
therein, as to your Honours Tuſtite ſhall ſeem meet, 
They having made due Application both to the late 
Lords Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, and Commiſſioners 
of the Navy, but without Ffed.
